Now Venables is in 
Sydney, looking to 
continue his lightning 
dash around the nation, 
putting the microscope 
over as many players as 
he can before he starts to 
get down to the real 
business of his first 
international series. 

"| know a lot about the 
players already," he says 
after going goggle-eyed 
watching countless 
videos. But this month is 
really important for me, | 
want to thoroughly assess 
the players currently 
playing in Australia. | want 
to give them the chance to 
be part of our World Cup 
plans. 

"They have to put 
pressure on the players 
playing in Europe - no-

Brisbane coach Frank 
Farina already pointing 
out that some of the 
players included in the 
squad for the Four Nation 
series are out of form no 
doubt there will be a few 
players able to push their 
noses into — selection 
contention for the next 
round of games.

2-2 draws by Australia 
before providing the 
nucleus of the 1970 side 
which won the FA Cup. 

Now Venables is hoping 
to be the third of that side 
of the early 1960s, known 
as the 'Chelsea Chicks' to 
have a profound influence 
on Australian soccer.

That is a typical answer in a week 
in which he and the United board
